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Belleville traffic concerns spur talk of change

Members of the Belleville Central Business 
Community met with Belleville city administrators again 
on Oct. 30 to discuss Main Street parking and road 
improvements in the growing city. 

Community officials are considering some sweeping 
■ changes and will soon seek the advice of professional traf¬ 
fic engineers on how to keep traffic flowing yet get shop¬ 
pers to stop downtown. 

The city will send requests for proposals to several 
area traffic engineers for a traffic study in the near future 
that will hopefully be completed by the next meeting 
scheduled for 7 p.m. Jan. 22. Engineers would look at traf¬ 
fic counts and patterns; stoplight locations and turning 
areas. 


Among those in attendance at the Main Street traffic 
meeting were Mayor Tom Fielder and City Manager 
Steve Walters; Mike Windiate of Mike’s Hardware; Kay 
Atkins of Threads & Treasures; Mike and John Colletta of 
Lakeside Jewelers; Brad Minges of Trojan Dry Cleaners; 
Brian Loranger, D.C., a Belleville chiropractor; Linda 
Benson of Stencils & More; and Bill Walters of Stoney 
Creek Motorsports and organizer of the C.B.C. Main 
Street Traffic meetings. 

Atkins said she wanted to avoid congested roads when 
the streets were filled with businesses. 

“You don’t want traffic so slow that people are taking 
risks to get around, but we want people to drive slowly 
enough to see our businesses and avoid pedestrians,” 
Fielder said. 

The group is proposing the establishment of two one¬ 
way streets: making High Street one way west from Main 


to Church and Roys Street one way from Church to Maim 

Another proposal is to eliminate traffic lights at 
Main/High and Main/Third streets but adding a new light 
at Main/Roys. 

A third proposal deals with the confusing intersection 
called Five Points where five streets come together at one 
intersection: East Columbia Street, East Huron River 
Drive, South Street, Main Street and West Columbia 
Street Community members are considering a round¬ 
about there, but significant private property issues sur¬ 
round that proposal affecting the Mini Mart downtown. 
Fielder noted that 80 percent of this $1 million proposal 
would be funded with federal and county dollars, since 
the county owns four out of the five roads. 

“It’s strictly speculation at this point,” said Fielder

Romulus Mayor Alan R. 
Lambert drafted a letter to the 
city council Oct. 31 requesting 
copies of “any and all requests” 
for information from members of 
the council. 

“The most common misper¬ 
ception that has arisen from my 
relatively simple request is that 
this office is attempting to hinder, 
or worse, stop council members 


from receiving information they 
deem necessary to perform their 
elected duties. This couldn’t be 
farther from the truth,” Lambert 
said in the letter 

Lambert said his letter was 
prompted by requests from the 
members of the council. 

“I’m told we get several calls a 
day from council members 
requesting information. The 
point is that I need to know what 
type of information they’re giving 
out. The only thing that’s 


changed is that I am asking that 
the department or person 
requesting the information give 
me a copy of the request” 

Lambert said in the letter that 
he is the Chief Executive Officer 
(CEO) of the city. “And, not unlike 
the CEO of a company, he or she 
must create and maintain scales 
of efficiencies and performance- 
driven protocols to successfully 
move the business of the city for-

Voters reject Van Suren 
public safety millages 


The electorate in Van Buren 
Township voted against two mill- 
ages that would have funded 
public safety facilities on the 
north and south sides of the 
township. 

Unofficial election results 
from the Charter Township of 
Van Buren showed that 56.07 
percent of ballots or 3,642 voters 
declined the public safety 3.4 
mills operating millage. 

This proposal would have 
authorized the township to levy 
up to 3.4 mills (or $3.40 for each 
$1,000 taxable value of property) 
to provide funds for fire protec¬ 
tion, police and dispatch services 
for a period of five years, begin¬ 


ning in December. The existing 
millage is 3 mills. 

Voters also declined a second 
millage proposal that would have 
authorized the township to levy 
up to 6/10 mill for land acquisi¬ 
tion for public safety facilities. 

The race for the 34th District 
court judgeship was too close to 
call at press time. 

Election workers in Romulus 
still had 800 absentee ballots to 
count as of 10 p.m. and they were 
still counting them when The 
Enterpiise and Roman went to 
print 

At about 1 a.m. Wednesday 
morning David Glaab trailed 
David Parrot by about 190 votes. 


Mapping system could 
help Romulus in future

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers approved an intergovern¬ 
mental agreement with Wayne 
County Nov. 4 for access to the 
Geographic Information System 
(GIS), a computer system capable 
of assembling, storing, manipu¬ 
lating and displaying data 
according to location, including 
operating personnel. 

David Paul, director of 
Romulus Department of Public 
Works (DPW), explained that 
once the base map is in place 
that the city will be able overlay 
onto this base map information 
about water mains, sewers, man¬ 
hole locations, storm drains, fire 
hydrants and gatewell system 
information as well as any coun¬ 
ty information needed. 

“Wayne County has taken aer¬ 
ial photographs of the entire 
county,” he said. 

“The photographs have been 
downloaded onto a computer We 


want to be able to put our infra¬ 
structure on a computer and be 
able to have it overlay these aeri¬ 
al maps,” Paul said. 

“The planning department 
will be able to use it when talking 
to future developers, and it could 
be useful to the city assessor and 
the building department too.” 

“It’s pretty high tech, but it’s 
important, to the DPW for loca¬ 
tion of our infrastructure,” Paul 
noted. 

The Michigan Geographic 
Framework (MGF) base map 
consists of a common road cen¬ 
terline map used by federal, 
state, county and local govern¬ 
ments and agencies. The base 
map information comes from the 
federal government the State of 
Michigan, and the Southeast 
Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG). 

There is no cost to the city to 
obtain the parcel base map, par¬ 
cel numbers, street names, aerial 
photography and other elements 
of the GIS.

Group collecting funds to help orphans in Russia

As the mother of six children, Colleen 
Moi'iaity is rarely bored and has no short¬ 
age of ways to fill her time at home. But 
even with the massive responsibilities of a 
full-time mom, she has found time to help 
orphaned children on the other side of the 
globe. 

Moriarty is part of a group known as 
Freedom Swings that provides funds to 
build playgrounds in Russian orphanages. 

“I never expected this project to be as 
big as it is,” she said. “Nor did I expect to be 
as involved as I am.” 

According to Moriarty, her desire to help 
orphaned children began when she and 
her husband adopted twins from a Russian 
orphanage in 1999. The Moriartys have four 
biological children ranging in age from 17 
to 6 years of age. 

“We love children and we have a lot of 
love to give in this family,” said Moriarty. 
“So, when we wanted to once again add to 
our family we decided that we wanted to 
help children elsewhere in the world that 
may never have the chance to know what a 
family is.” 

In 1999, with her husband, her two 
eldest daughters and grandparents in tow, 
the family set off to meet the two newest 
members. When they arrived in Russia they 
found the malnourished children living in a 
crowded orphanage. 

“They were 23 months old when we 
adopted them and they each only weighed 
between 13 and 14 pounds,’,’ she said. “As 
we looked around we realized that our four 
children had more toys at home than the 
125 children living in the orphanage.” 

According to Moriarty the children were 
malnourished because the orphanage had 
actually run out of food. 

“The workers, who only make $35 a 
month, were buying food out of their own 
pockets to help care for these children,” 
said Moriarty 

While workers may have been forced to 
neglect the physical needs of the children 
in their care, they were certain not to 
ignore the emotional needs, said Moriarty 

“If a child cried it was picked up imme¬ 
diately” she said. “They had play time and 
class time and did everything they could to 
make these children feel loved.” 

When the Moriarty family returned 
home they vowed to do something to help 
the situation in Russia. In the past three

years the family, with the help of other 
adoptive families and the community have 
sent 2,000 boxes of clothing and toys to the 
orphanage. 

“We wanted to do more,” said Moriarty 
“We wanted to do something that would 
last” 

That is when they decided to collect 
funds to build three playgrounds. 

“There were absolutely no playgrounds 
in this area,” she said. “These playgrounds 
will provide the children with a lasting 
reminder that people around the world do 
care about them.” 

Currently, $55,000 has been collected for 
the playgrounds but the end goal is $72,000 
that needs to be in place by January, said 
Moriarty. 

“We have to have the money by January 
so that we can ship the playground equip¬ 
ment,” she said. “Then in July, we will go to 
Russia and build the playgrounds.” 

In an ongoing attempt to generate more 
funding, Freedom Swings will host a Home 
Party Extravaganza from 10 am. to 4 p.m. 
on Saturday, Nov. 16 at the Calvary Baptist 
Church located on Joy Road between Lilley 
and Morton Taylor roads in Canton. Home 
party representatives such as Tupperware, 
PartyLite Candles, Pampered Chef, 
Discovery toys and many other organiza¬ 
tions will have merchandise on hand and 
all proceeds will be donated to Freedom 
Swings. 

“This is a really great event and an 
incredible way to help out the children,” 
said Moriarty.

ward. This success is often 
dependent upon the manage¬ 
ment of information,” he said. 

The mayor said his office is 
not in the business of “editing, 
withholding or hiding such infor¬ 
mation,” and that such actions 
would be “illegal, unconstitution¬ 
al and, as we are a nation, state 
and city of, by and form the peo¬ 
ple, such actions would fly in the 


face of all that is ethical and 
moral.” 

Council member Bill Crova 
declined to comment on the 
mayor’s letter. Other council 
members could not be reached 
for comment 

Lambert said all members of 
the council would receive any 
information requested by any 
single member of the council. 
“We believe this to be a good and 
fair business practice,” he wrote.

Traffic - Belleville group wants changes in downtown 
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about the Five Points proposal. 
“We’re going to look at alterna¬ 
tive ways to do it Residential 
roads could also be used as 
bypasses around Five Points,” he 
said. 

Discussion also revolved 
around the need for a left-turn 
signal at Liberty Street and 
Belleville road as traffic first 
comes into downtown Belleville. 
Currently, only about two or 
three cars can turn left at this 
intersection on a green light. 
Making it easier to turn left onto 
Liberty would encourage shop¬ 
pers to park behind businesses 
instead of along Main Street, 
according to the group. 

The group also talked about 
the need for better signage 
directing shoppers to lots behind 
downtown businesses. “I have 
people who come into my busi¬ 
ness regularly that don’t know I 
have parking behind my build¬ 
ing,” said Benson of Stencils & 
More. 

To further control traffic, the 
city may place “no parking” signs 


on Main Street from Denton to 
High streets from 3 to 7 p.m. 
weekdays. Other suggestions 
were to add three-lane striping 
on Main Street with a center left- 
turn lane and to limit left turns 
across traffic, with no left turn 
allowed from Main Street onto 
Fifth Street from 3 to 7 p.m. 
weekdays. 

‘Tm in Milan all the time, and 
the left turn lanes work well 
there. It keeps the traffic flow¬ 
ing,” said Windiate of Mike’s 
Hardware. Members also talked 
about using alleys for improved 
access to parking lots behind 
businesses. 

Concerning pedestrian traffic, 
the city’s engineering firm, Ayres, 
Lewis, Norris and May, Inc., of 
Ann Arbor, performed a study in 
Oct. 1999, “Toward a More 
Walkable Downtown Belleville,” 
that suggested bump outs at 
intersections to define parking 
lanes and reduce pedestrian 
crossing distance. 

The firm also proposed a traf¬ 
fic island on Main Street 
between Roys and Fourth streets 
that would slow traffic by provid¬ 


ing a visual object to drivers and 
a safety zone for pedestrians in 
the middle of the street “This is 
an expensive project however,” 
Fielder said, noting that the cost 
would be about $35,000 for the 
proposed crossing. 

“Some communities have 
adopted a revolving fund to 
develop their downtown. We 
don’t have a fund now, but we’re 
looking at money from the city 
that could be loaned to business¬ 
es to be used for storefront 
enhancements,” Fielder said. 

Fielder said that recent traffic 
counts have determined that 
approximately 28,000 vehicles a 
day cross the bridge over 
Belleville Lake into the city.

Domestic dispute ends in arrest

A Canton Township woman faces 
charges of felonious assault with a motor 
vehicle after she allegedly rammed her

According to police, the 35-year-old sus¬ 
pect witnessed her husband leaving their 
apartment just before midnight on 
Tuesday. The man got into his car and 
attempted to leave the apartment com¬ 
plex when the suspect drove her minivan 
into the path of his vehicle, said Sgt Tbdd 
Mutchler 

“The suspect then got out of her car 
and attempted to get into the victim’s vehi¬ 
cle through the passenger door,” said 
Mutchler 


“When that failed, she got back into her 
car and smashed it into her husband’s 
car” 

According to police, the victim fled the 
scene and was pursued for a short dis¬ 
tance by the suspect The suspect’s car ran 
out of gas before she could catch up to the 
victim, said Mutchler. 

Canton police later arrested the subject 
at a Plymouth Township restaurant 

No one was injured during this inci¬ 
dent but both of the cars sustained minor 
damage, Mutchler said. 

According to Mutchler, the suspect will 
also face a charge of domestic violence 
and reckless driving. The domestic vio¬ 
lence charge carries a penalty of 93 days 
in jail or a $500 fine. The reckless driving 
charge is punishable by 90 days in jail or a 
$100 fine.

Money well spent 

Westland City Council members haven’t decided what to do with 
the pavement management study they received last week, but they 
don’t need to make that decision to know it was a good deal for the 
city. 

It’s easy to raise eyebrows over the price tag, which exceeded 
$150,000. It may be tempting for residents to look at the cost of the 
study in terms of the types of road projects it would have funded; 
$150,000 would fill a lot of potholes and patch quite a few cracks. 

What the city council and the city staff 1 has now, though, is more 
important that the funding for some short-term road improvements. 
They now have the equivalent of a Bible for all upcoming road pro¬ 
jects, an outside source telling them the best way to prioritize them, 
and the seeds of a long-term plan to keep the roads in good shape. It’s 
an expenditure that goes beyond the one-time purchase price and it 
will eventually allow the city to save money on road projects. 

The next step is the tricky one for the council members. They prob¬ 
ably know the city doesn’t have enough money to make the pavement 
management plan happen. They can nickel and dime the suggested 
projects every year with funds from the general fund and the road 
fund, but that’s a worst-case scenario that, if followed, eventually 
won’t serve the city very well. 

The only option is to go for a millage, although it’s not a step the 
council would or should take lightly. Council members may not even 
admit it right away, deferring the decision until more discussion and 
debate takes place. It’s not a question of believing it may be necessary, 
it’s a question of deciding how much is necessary, what would be too 
much and how to get the information to voters, who would need to 
approve it 

It’s a tricky proposition, especially in a municipality that has 
soundly defeated several millage requests recently. 

Council members have already taken the right approach to getting 
a plan voters will sign off on, and that’s by getting a plan for them¬ 
selves. Information is the key to any successful millage request as any 
elected official can attest 

In the newspaper business, we tend to be quick to criticize elected 
officials for not solving problems or being too short sighted. It only 
makes sense then to point out when they’re being proactive and look¬ 
ing to solve future problems. 

The study may have been expensive, but the end results are worth it 

At the heart of the matter 


The sight that greeted Northville Township officials in front of 
Northville High School on Oct 22 represented the ultimate night¬ 
mare for elected officials, students, teachers, staff members and par¬ 
ents. 

Seeing a gravely injured teenager is something that no one can 
truly prepare for, nor is it a scene that is easily wiped from memory. 

As hard as it is to deal with scenes like that traffic accident and the 
immediate aftermath, it’s even more difficult to deal with the long¬ 
term after effects of a situation that has caught the attention - and the 
heart - of the community. Our elected officials, whether they serve on 
the Northville Public School board or on the Northville Township 
Board of Trustees as well as some staff members at those municipali¬ 
ties are faced with yet another unenviable task. They are charged 
with taking the emotion out of an emotional issue and developing 
sound public policy. It’s not an easy thing to do in the best of circum¬ 
stances. It often makes politicians look like automatons even though 
these are regular people with children like the rest of us. 

The reaction to the accident was understandably immediate and

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Political mystery remains unsolved 


By the time this paper hits the 
streets, another election season 
will be officially over. Well, bar¬ 
ring any unforeseen, Floridian- 
type circumstances, anyway. 

That means that another elec¬ 
tion season has passed me by, 
and I’m still no closer to under¬ 
standing the intricacies of elec¬ 
tion lawn sign philosophy. 

First of all, I guess it’s a mis¬ 
nomer to refer to them as lawn 
signs even though by most stat¬ 
ues that’s where they belong, not 
on public rights of way where 
they always turn up. 

The placement of signs has 
always baffled me. I know, it’s an 
irresistible temptation for politi¬ 
cians and their volunteer cam¬ 
paign workers to place them on 
vacant plots of land. It’s easy. 
There’s no door to knock on or 
homeowner to risk rejection 
from. All you need is a break in 
traffic. 

But I don’t understand why 
that means more than one sign 
needs to be illegally planted. 
Surely, one is enough. What does 
it serve to have 11 signs from a 
single candidate a foot away 


from each other on a single 
stretch of land? Maybe these 
politicians are showing that they 
not only don’t care about the 
proper placement of signs, but 
they feel the need to flaunt that 
indifference, as if that brazen 
disrespect for the types of laws 
they’ll eventually make and 
enforce would give us reason to 
check their name on the ballot 

The very placement of these 
signs can be a subtle form of sup¬ 
port or a lack of support, too. 
Lately, I’ve been thinking that the 
signs tell more about the people 
that live or work where they’re 
posted than they do about the 
actual candidates themselves. 

There’s a strip shopping mall 
in Westland, for example, that 
has so many signs for Laura Toy, 
who’s running for State Senate, 
that it looks more like a prank - 
or a wildly elaborate political 
croquet course - than a show of 
support 

What is the landowner saying 
here? Do they think placing two 
dozen signs on their berm is the 
only way to keep the attention of 
drivers? Or are they so dedicated 



to their cause 
that they feel 
the need to 
frantically 
support their candidate? 

At the other end of the spec¬ 
trum are people who want to sup¬ 
port candidates, but for some rea¬ 
son don’t want the general public 
to know they’re supporting them. 
There’s a classic example of this 
in Old Village in Plymouth, and 
probably in several other loca¬ 
tions throughout the community, 
too. Signs for John Stewart, an 
incumbent seeking reelection to 
the State House of Representa¬ 
tives in the 20th District and 
Karen Woodside, who is running 
for the newly created judgeship 
in the 35th District Court, are 
right on the property line, so 
passersby can’t tell if they are 
supported by either that 
landowner or his or her neighbor. 

There could be two reasons 
for this, either they don’t want to 
be associated with the candidate, 
or the candidates don’t want to 
be associated with them. Why 
then, I wonder, do they put up a 
sign at all?

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Sometimes we need a stranger’s kindness 


Each morning from my living 
room window I get to watch the 
school children as they wait for 
the big yellow bus to arrive and 
carry them off to another day at 
school. 

As I sit enjoying my bowl of 
cereal and I love to watch the 
kids as they race back and forth, 
or as they huddle together shar¬ 
ing all-important secrets. 

Yet, just last winter I was 
faced with a confusing situation 
It was late in the afternoon and 
the school bus had dropped the 
children off from their long day 
at the office. It was a sloppy. 


chilly day with a biting winter 
wind and fat wet snowflakes that 
were sticking to everything. Two 
of the children that often stay in 
a home across the street were 
apparently locked out of the 
house. With hoods up and 
scarves wrapped around their lit¬ 
tle faces, they sat waiting for 
whichever adult it was that was 
supposed to claim them. As I 
went about my business I kept 
my eye on them. They sat waiting 
and at least 15 minutes went by 
without a car in sight 

My gut instinct was to open my 
door and offer them a warm and 


dry place to wait for their 
guardian. Then the more I 
thought about it I realized that in 
the world of today, that might not 
be such a good idea 

Realizing the safest bet was to 
continue to keep an eye on them 
and not approach them, I waited 
and soon enough their ride 
arrived and the children were 
whisked off to warmer places. 

That experience left me wish¬ 
ing there was something more I 
could do. And maybe, now there 
is. The City of Inkster is working 
to launch a new neighborhood 
eyes and ears program. This pro¬ 


gram uses volunteer residents 
who provide their homes for chil¬ 
dren who feel they may be in 
danger. 

A large sign is placed in the 
trained resident’s window to let 
children know that this is a safe 
place to go if they feel they are 
being followed by a stranger or 
being harassed. 

The program has been met 
with great success across the 
state of Michigan and I think it 
will be welcome asset in the City 
of Inkster While this community 
has not been rocked by child 
abductions, I think it is a very 


smart choice 
to put a pro¬ 
gram like 
this in place 
before something bad does hap¬ 
pen. 

It is sad that we live in times 
when children can no longer 
trust the kindness of a stranger 
or that the stranger has to worry 
about the consequences of offer¬ 
ing help to a child.

“He’s made it a point to visit each of 
the finalists, personally,” Rezmierski 
said. 

Capraro said she is grateful for all the 
support she has received from Sieggreen 
and the rest of the staff. She said she 
applied for the award back in April to 
bring in more funding for the depart¬ 
ment, and praised the rest of the staff for 
their efforts to bring in money as well. 
Capraro’s honor has already brought 
$750 in reward funding, and the national 
honor will award her with $7,500 to 
spend in the classroom. 

“We have a really motivated and out¬ 
standing group of science teachers on 
staff,” Capraro said. 

Capraro’s students had nothing but 
praises for her teaching skills. 

“I think that Miss Capraro makes

A Canton Township resident woke to

Salem soccer squad advances to final 4

Halloween came two days late 
for the Livonia Stevenson soccer 
team. In Saturday’s Regional 
championship game, Plymouth 
Salem rose from the dead after 
trailing 2-0 at halftime, then 
refused to die in sudden death 
overtime. Fbr the second straight 
game, the Rocks fell behind 
early, but scrambled to win at the 
last minute. 

“We can’t continue to come 
from behind,” said Salem coach 
Ed McCarthy. “Although we seem 
to respond pretty well after giv¬ 
ing up the early goal, we need to 
change that trend.” 

Through wizardry or witch¬ 
craft, Salem made the Spartans’ 
title hopes disappear, but riot 
without a trace. This game left its 
mark on both teams: Stevenson, 
regarded as the number one 
team in the state, was haunted by 
Salem, who gave them their only 
two losses. The Rocks, on the 
other hand, go forward with 
renewed confidence. They found 
themselves two goals down for 
the first time all year, but they 
didn’t panic, played smart, and 
found a way to tie the game. 

“Kevin Savitskie and Brian 
Popeney came up big,” said 
McCarthy. “Brian scored the 
penalty kick in a pressure filled 
situation, then assisted on the 
second goal” 


As Steve Cox had done in the 
regional opener against Monroe, 
Chris Conlisk scored the game- 
tying goal to pull the Rocks even. 
They needed just four minutes of 
overtime to finish Monroe, but 
that victory must have seemed a 
distant memory for the Rocks, 
now engaged in a desperate sud¬ 
den-death battle for their play-off 
lives. Despite surrendering two 
late goals, the Spartans had no 
intention of conceding momen¬ 
tum to the Rocks. Well into the 
second overtime, Stevenson 
repeatedly fed the ball to for¬ 
ward Nik Djokic, whose combi¬ 
nation of aggressiveness and cre¬ 
ativity had already resulted in a 
first half goal. Now Djokic 
steamed up the right sideline 
and chipped the ball over the 
Salem keeper that brought the 
crowd to its feet and brought the 
Stevenson players and coaches 
streaming onto the field in 
expectant celebration. Tom Huls, 
in the Salem net, applied the 
buzz kill by deftly turning and 
collecting the ball as it clanged 
off the post No goal. This game 
would be decided by a shoot-out 
“We lost two shoot-outs early 
in the season, so we've been 
practicing quite a bit lately,” 
recalls McCarthy. “In practice, 
Tommy might face up to 100 
penalty kicks. He does a good job 
of reading the shooter 

Before the game, the 
Plymouth goalkeeper practiced 


defending a few penalty kicks.

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New township hall plans will 
go to planning commission 


Northville Tbwnship officials 
decided last week that they liked 
the look of their new proposed 
facilities, after all. 

They’ll be submitted - with a 
few minor changes - to the town¬ 
ship planning commission for 
site plan review this month, 
according to Township Manager 
Chip Snider 

He said the architects from 
FYench and Associates, acting on 
input from the township board 
and planning commission, kept 
the large glass entranceway 
designed into the proposed 
township hall at Six Mile and 
Sheldon roads, and in fact used 


it as the signature tower for 
municipal facilities. TWo smaller 
circular towers designed into the 
new fire station at the entrance 
of Millennium Park would be 
changed to square towers, but 
they wouldn’t be constructed of 
glass, Snider said. 

The changes came after town¬ 
ship officials took another look at 
the plans and saw the effects of 
changes they proposed when the 
architects showed them the 
plans last month. 

Several members of the board 
said those plans were too con¬ 
temporary and they wanted 
something more timeless. That 


meant the elimination of the 
open two-story lobby. But the 
same members who said they 
didn’t like the glass tower 
recoiled when the saw the plans 
for the same tower made of 
brick, Snider said. 

The interior of all the facili¬ 
ties will remain largely 
unchanged from the plans pre¬ 
sented last month, he said. 

“I’ve always said the elected 
officials and residents should 
have a say in the outside of the 
facilities, but the inside should 
be designed by those who use it,” 
Snider said. “The board never 
had a problem with that”
